The scheme was a b eauti­ 
ful one. 
W hen this b ureau was first 
organized 400 persons did the work. 
Now there are employed in this b u r­ 
eau som ething like 15,000 
persons.

occurred there about a year ago when 
an am m unitio n boat in 
the 
harbo r 
blewr up. 
Left Halifax , May 
2 5th, 
and arrived at London, Eng., June 8. 
We were twelve days crossing the big 
pond. 
There were two days that the 
ocean was very rough as we ran into 
a big storm. 
About five days out of 
Halifax we saw an iceberg about 15 
miles to the no rth of o ur boat, and 
believe me, it. was a big one. 
There 
Were six teen boats in o ur convey that 
left Halifax and each boat had two or 
more big guns on them to protect 
them from the German U-boats. 
A 
couple of days before entering 
the 
English channel we were 
met 
by 
eight submarine 
destroyers 
which 
kept a sharp lookout for the U-boats. 
We entered the channel early in the 
morning and it was not long after 
entering till a U-boat with just a per­ 
iscope showing about a foot above the 
water, was seen headed by o ur boat, 
which was leading the convoy and 
acting as flagship, by the submarine 
watch up in the crowsnest which is 
located near the top of the 
masts. 
The boat gave four short blasts of the 
whistle which was our signal that a 
submaririe was near and to eet to the 
life boats assigned to us. 
In 
the 
meantime one 
of 
the 
destroyers 
sighted the submarine and made a, 
run for it and dropped a depth bomb 
which will destroy a submarine with­ 
in a 
radius 
of 
one-q uarter 
mile. 
Shortly after the bomb ex ploded we 
could see oil come to the surface of 
water, from the 
destroyed 
U-boat. 
When the bomb ex ploded 
it 
threw 
water high in the air and o ur boat 
listed and q uivered all 
over 
and 
I 
thought at first that we were hit by 
a torpedo, but I never lost my nerve 
— for wrh at’s the use? 
Our boat lay 
in London from June 5th to the 10th, 
when we crossed the channel to Ca 1- 
^ s , France. 
I got to see the dow'n- 
town district and government build­

Doled Out to Them.

»Avenue by Which Captive Allies Had

Germans Admired It. 


There is certainly more tragedy 
than comedy in tin* cruel disappoint­ 
ment of unhappy prisoners thwarted 
In a promising and almost successful 
effort to escape; nevertheless, the gal­ 
lant gayety that hus mark ed so many 
o f the allied lighting men does not fall 
them wholly even in such circum­ 
stances. 
Lancs Corporal Charles W. 
Bak er, who recently recounted his 
prison ex periences in the Metropolitan 
Magazine, wastes no pathos on him­ 
self or on his fellow sufferers when 
they failed to get safe away through 
their ingenious tunnel, and can even 
see a funny side to the affair. 
Some of the other prisoners had be­ 
gun the tunnel and had work ed upon 
it daily for a month before they let 
him into tbe secret, which finally be­ 
came k nown to several hundred of the 
captives. 
It opened from tho last hut at the 
end of the back row and was headed 
for the only clump of hushes anywhere 
pear the camp. The soil was so sandy 
.that it was impossible to mak e a tun­ 
nel In the ordinary way; a long time 
pussed before tho boys hit on a plan. 
After our own pack ages had begun to 
come and we had white bread to eat, 
says the corporal, some genius had u 
happy thought of using the war bread 
for brick s. The war bread is as tough 
and as hard as rubber and of about 
the size and shape of a small stone 
block that you use for paving streets. 
We k ept the bread buried until night. 
Then we piled It up In a k ind of crate, 
and when the sentries were out of 
sight we rushed it over to the tunnel. It 
was the most beautiful tunnel you ever 
saw*. 
Tho sides were built up lik e 
brick walls, and the roof was a perfect 
arch. 
The sand that we took out was 
the same color as the sand of the 
camp, and as the ground was almost 
always wet ^ou couldn’t tell the dif­ 
ference. We would tak e it out in small 
tinfuls and scatter It all over the place, 
and with several thousand men walk ­ 
ing round there was no way of detect­ 
ing it. 
Of course it was slow work mak ing 
the tunnel, for we had to accumulate 
wa r bread, and so to amuse ourselves 
wo fix ed It all up. 
We stuck pictures 
from newspapers on the wall, and we 
ev en ran a wire down from the cook 
house and lighted it nil up with elec­ 
tricity. 
We took some of the lamps, 
aud when the guard wanted to k now 
where they were we said they had got 
bro ken. 
A hundred and twenty yards had 
been built out of the hundred and 
fifty that the tunnel had to go when a 
miserable Frenchman, to curry fuvor 
with his captors, betrayed tho secret 
The other French prisoners concerned 
were wild with rage and shame; and 
when the whole camp was lined up for 
Investigation 
and 
punishment 
the 
French 
non-commissioned 
officers 
stepped forward and begged “for the 
honor of the French army” to be al­ 
lowed to tak e not only their own share 
i 
of punishment but that of all the oth­ 
er» . 
But of course, says Corporal Bak er, 
the British wouldn’t have that, and the 
non-commissioned British officers gave 
themselves up. 
It was a regular bow­ 
ing and scraping. ‘'Ygfi-firat-my-doar- 
/Alphonse" sort of proceeding. A few 
o f the men were given five months in 
solitary, hut most of them got off pret­ 
ty easy, because the German officers 
Were so much amused. They thought 
they had tak en away every conceivable 
thing that could be used for tunnel 
building, but they never thought of the 
war bread. German officers came from 
ndles round to see the tunnel. They 
wouldn’t let us destroy it but k ept it 
ns a curiosity. 
Even the general of 
a division near by came in to see it 
Ke said it was tho finest piece of sap­ 
ping he had ever seen.—Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

Becau se food admin istration ru les do 
Pot n ow requ ire the sale of su bstitu tes 
with wheat flou r, a few' dealers an d 
bakers are fin din g themselv es stocked 
with these su bstitu t# cereals in ex cess 
of their n ormal requ iremen ts. In or­ 
der to prev en t waste of these su bsti­ 
tu tes the food admin istration g rain 
corporation is preparin g to assist them 
an d will pu rchase a limited qu an tity . 
This assistan ce will he g iv en on ly to 
those dealers an d hakers who hav e 
larg e amou n ts of su bstitu tes In ex ­ 
cess of their requ iremen ts for the n ex t 
few win ter mon ths when there Is n o 
dan g er of spoilin g . Dealers or bakers 
hav in g small qu an tities left on han d 
will con tin u e to distribu te them, an d 
it Is u rg ed that con su mers con tin u e 
their u se. 
On ly the followin g su bstitu tes will 
he con sidered for pu rchase: 
Victory mix ed flou r, white corn flou r, 
y ellow corn flou r, paten t an d straig ht 
ry e, barley flou r, cream eorn meal, oth­ 
er corn meal, dark dy e flou r. 
The food admin istration can n ot pu r­ 
chase su bstitu tes in less than car­ 
loads hu t is preparin g to bu y mix ed 
or pooled cars. Owin g to the fact that 
the min imu m car is 00,000 pou n ds, it 
will be possible for association s of 
dealers to join in assemblin g an d for­ 
wardin g these ex cess cereals. 
The 
food admin istration can n ot pu rchase 
these su bstitu tes after December 20. 
Dealers to Use Up Small Supplies. 
The bu rden on the railroads makes 
It Imperativ e for retail dealers an d 
bakers to u se u p small amou n ts on 
han d. 
It is n ot the in ten tion of the 
food admin istration to pu rchase all 
of an y on e su bstitu te. Each dealer is 
ex pected to retain a n ormal su pply , 
an d is asked to take In to con sideration 
that the material in crease in the u se 
of su bstitu tes du rin g the last y ear will 
to a larg e ex ten t con tin u e for some 
time to come. 
Cou n ty food admin istrators hav e de­ 
tailed In stru ction s as to how to han dle 
this situ ation an d dealers an d bakers 
shou ld con su lt with the n earest cou n ty 
represen tativ e for fu rther in formation .

Siege of Paris in 18 70 -71

Althou g h airplan es were u n kn own in 
1 870 , balloon s play ed an Importan t 
part in the sieg e of Paris, relates a 
writer In New York Ev en in g World. 
So closely were the Pru ssian lin es 
drawn abou t the city that commu n ica­ 
tion with the ou tside world was cu t 
off. 
The in ilitu ry au thorities called 
upo n the aeron au t Du rou f to make a 
balloon flig ht from Paris. 
Carry in g 
250 pou n ds of letters, he made the at­ 
tempt, an d after a flig ht of three hou rs 
landed at Ev reau x , far bey on d the 
zon e of Pru ssiu n con trol. 
A reg u lar 
mall serv ice was then established, an d 
thou g h man y flig hts en ded In disaster, 
it con tin u ed u n til the su rren der of the 
city . It was in this way that Gambret-, 
ta, the statesman , made his escape 
from Paris to Tou rs, where he rccru it- 
¡od a n ew army , which offered a des­ 
perate bu t v ain resistan ce to the in ­ 
v aders. 
The balloon serv ice was main tain ed 
throu g hou t the in v estmen t, from Sep­ 
tem ber 23, 18 70, to Jan u ary 28 , 18 71. 
Letters to be sen t “par bablon mote” 
were written on v ery thin paper, an d 
amon g the most in terestin g relics of 
¡the siege are the letter jou rn als, In ­ 
den ted by Le Petit Jou rn al. The n ews 
o f the besieg ed city was prin ted In 
(v ery small ty pe on on e side of a thin 
jletter sheet an d the other side of the 
) sheet was left blan k for person al corn - 
’mu n ication s. Abou t 
a score of Paris 
papers issu ed these n ov el sheets, an d 
practically all letters were written on 
, them. 
Gettin g letters Into the beleag u ered 
city presen ted a more difficu lt problem, 
bu t this was partialy solv ed by sen d­ 
in g carrier pig eon s ou t with the bal­ 
lo o ns. Letters an d dispatches were 
photog raphed an d so redu ced that a 
sin g le pig eon hon in g its way to Paris 
often carried thou san ds of dispatches 
In a qu ill attached to Its tail. 
On e 
pigeo n carried to Paris dispatches rep­ 
resenting 300,000 fran cs in postag e.

In su pport of its policy to keep farm­ 
ers of the Un ited States fu lly in formed 
of world food con dition s an d probable 
n eeds for certain commodities, the 
Un ited States food admin istration has 
completed a su mmary of u n u su al im­ 
portan ce to produ cers. 
The world balan ce sheet of food 
produ cts shows a shortag e of three 
billion pou n ds of fats an d three mil­ 
lion ton s of hig h protein feeds. Amon g 
fats are in clu ded pork produ cts, dairy 
produ cts an d v eg etable oils. 
Commodities of which there are su f­ 
ficien t su pplies, if u sed with econ omy , 
are wheat, ry e, bean s, peas, rice an d 
feeds other than those hig h in protein . 
Su fficien t beef is in sig ht to load all 
refrig eratin g ships’ capacity . 
There is en ou g h su g ar for ou r n or 
raal con su mption if other n ation s re 
tain their presen t short ration s. 
If 
they in crease their ration s, there will 
be a shortag e. Coffee Is the on ly com­ 
mon food commodity of which there Is 
a world su rplu s. 
With the possible 
ex ception of hig h protein feeds, the 
Un ited States has su fficien t food an d 
feed for its own people, bu t to fu lfill 
its pledg e of 20,000,000 ton s to Eu rope 
by Ju ly 1, 1910. there mu st be con ­ 
tin u ed con serv ation an d av oidan ce ol 
waste. 


The Hu n s were a bru tal race of 
sav ag e people who in v aded Eu rope 
ftbou t 350, slau g hterin g the in habi­ 
tan ts an d destroy in g property . When 
the kaiser sen t his troops to Chin n , 
Ju ly 27, 1900, he said to them: “Use 
y ou r weapon s in su ch a way that for 
a thou san d y ears n o Chin ese dare look 
u pon a German askan ce. Be as terri­ 
ble as Attila’s Hu n s.” Becau se of the 
German s’ bru tality an d wan ton de­ 
stru ctiv en ess In the presen t war they 
hav e been called Hu n s.

“ In modern war, food is the power behind the throne,” remarked 
J. Ogden Armour, president of Armour & Co., Chicago. 
“ It might 


be more proper to say,” continued Mr. Armour, “ that it was the pow­ 
der under the Hohenzollem throne, for most assuredly a steady and 
adequate supply of food for our fighting men, coupled with a lack 
of food in Germany, has made it possible to destroy Prussian autoc­ 
racy. 
Now that victory has been won the restoration of peace 


seems still to hinge on food, for, as Clemenceau has pointed out, 
hungry men are not amenable to reason.” 
Mr. Armour said further: “ Conservation of food, therefore, is 


of prime importance. A proper definition of the word conservation 
reveals that food is best conserved when the best possible use is 
made of it. 
For example, it is not conservation to store up food 


in such great quantities that much of it spoils before it can be used. 
Neither is it conservation to refrain from eating sufficient quanti­ 
ties of sustaining food. 


“ The way to conserve food in order to help restore peace is 
to observe strictly the wishes of the Food Administration. 
It is 
endeavoring to make known to the public what to eat and what to 
refrain from eating. 
If the word is to eat vegetables, it is a sign 
that vegetables are plentiful and that by using them ether foods 
which are less perishable can be saved for the future. 
When the 
Food Administration says eat fish it means that acquiescence on 
the part of the public will result in an increased supply of meat. 
Blind efforts at conservation may defeat conservation. 
I have in 
mind the refusal of many people to eat lamb on the theory that 
they are thereby conserving the wool supply. 
Careful study has 
proved that the contrary is true and that a wider use of lamb would 
increase the wool crop. 
“ It is my belief that the public will aid most in the conserva­ 
tion of food if it carefully observes the rules and regulations and 
suggestions of the Food Administration.” 


PUBLIC EATING PLACES 
STILL UNDER FÖ CD AD­ 
MINISTRATIO N RULES 


With the signing of the armistice 
there has come a slight improvement 
In the world’s food situation through 
the removal of the submarine menace, 
but it cannot be too often emphasized, 
that the stopping of the war has not 
brought any more food into existence 
nor doue away with the danger of fam­ 
ine, says the TJ. S. food administra­ 
tion, Illinois educational division. 
A 
dozen revised rules have just been is­ 
sued for the guidance of the public 
eating places of the state for the pur­ 
pose of conserving the supply of food 
in this country in order that other 
countries may have “a square deal,” or 
an approach to It. 
Cream must not contain more than 
20 per cent of butter fat, and above all 
food must not be burned. 
Waste shall 
be fed to animals or reduced to obtain 
fats, of which tliere is reported to be 
a scarcity. 
Food must not be dis­ 
played In the front window or show 
ease In such a way as to cause Its de­ 
terioration for human consumption. 
tVliite bread of the prewar variety Is 
limited to two ounces per person per 
meal or four ounces of other breads 
sndh as muffins, corn bread and Roston 
brown bread. 
The limitation does not 
apply to rye bread containing more 
than 50 per cent of rye, or to sand­ 
wiches. 
A special exemption is grant­ 
ed to boarding camps. Bread or toast 
must not be served as a garniture or 
under meat, and bread must not be 
brought to the table till after the first 
course if there 
is more 
than 
one 
course. 
Meat is limited to one course, but It 
is explained that this order does not 
prevent the serving of hash, meat pies, 
sandwiches' or other dishes containing 
more than one kind of meat. 
H alf an ounce is the maximum for 
butter and the same for American 
cheese. 
“ Eat less; waste nothing,” is still the 
Illinois food slogan, to which may be 
added “ Food will save the world/'
